The house ignored the Mellon rec- 


ommendation for a flat i25 per cent 
reduction on all 'earned incomes ant. 
said it should apply only to incomes 
below $20,000 a year. The Senate'Fl 
nance committee, . despite Mr. Mel- 
Ion's advice, has cut it still further 
to $10,000.' 
"There is, of course, absolutely no 


reason," Mr. Mellon told the Senate 
Finance committee for a ?20,000 lim- 
itation on earned income. If. the dis- 
tinction between 
unearned 
Income 


and earned income is good, it is gooft 
in every bracket. 
If the tax on un- 


earned incomes in excess of 520,000 is 
at the proper rate, then the same 
rate is too high for earned incomes." 


Stated in another way, what Mr. 


Mellon means was that a. man who 
earned 
S20.000 as a doctor, lawyer, 


salesman, business executive, music 
composer, inventor or any professlo~i 
in which brains are the sole capital 
used he should not be in the same po- 
sition as a. man of inherited or accum 
ulated capita.l who clips investment 
coupons and gets an income of $20.- 
000. 
People, in the latter class, for in 


stance, have approximately $350,000 of 
capital, which nt 6 per cent earns for 
them about $21.000 a year. They pay 
the same rate of taxes a,B the profes- 
sional man yet when he is sick his 
income stops and when ho dies he 
cannot bequeath his law practice or 
his medical ability to another, though 
the man wilh the capital 
can go 


away from his place of business nnd 
spend a life of leisure and still draw 
the same income. He can bequeath it 
to -another 
person 
when 
he dies. 


Technically he doesn't -earn his in- 
come in the saxne sense as the per- 
son who works with his mind or his 
hands.

Mr. Mellon says that if the senate 


thinks the rate of taxation for a man 
of $20.000 income should be fixed at a 
certain rate then the man with the 
other kind of income should not have 
the same advantage. 


Mr. Mellon incidentally has agree'l 


that all income below $5.000 should 
be considered as "earned" so that 
widows and orpha.ns n;id others who 
may be unable to earn a. livelihood! 
shall not bo penalized. Five thousand j 
dollars is the average income on an 
estate of approximately $85,000.

The speaker ga-^e the audience an 


opportunity to ask him questions, but 
none was put to him. 


There is a comfortable relief from 


all the troubled agitation over religious 
matters, if we approach such agitation 
with a big enough religion. Some per- 
sons •worry much over the doctrine of 
Divine providence. "It is not tyranny 
over the human will'" they ask. If 
God were a small tyrant God. his pro- 
vidence would be tyranny. If he is a 
mighty power, the source of all pow- 
er that Is, a begrjng of love and mercy, 
his providence cannot be a tyranny it 
becomes a deliverance from many 
earthly tyrannies . of circumstance 
and chance, which else were unendur- 
able. So with problem after problem 
that man faces in the spiritual realm; 
they are troublesome only because the 
man holding them has a shrivelled, un- 
wholesome, or biased and unscriptur- 
al view of the Father Almighty. Deal- 
Ing with sinners or thinkers with spir- 
itual difficulties, this general principle 
holds: "Given a big enough God, the 
teachings of his religion become bene- 
ficent, lovable and admirable." 


We Immediately come to a sharp 


question 
In this connection. The 


question has to do with a man's ap- 
proach to God; It is this: "Does the 
average man approach God with a 
reasonable atttiuda of mind7" Dealing 
with men, or even with animals, or 
inanimate things, we find that we can 
understand them only as -we coma to 
them -with sympathy and -warm-heart- 
ed Interest. The person who has a 
fondness for children ^j>n always un- 
derstand them. The person who has 
no such fondness never can. 
Even 
the (Jrtmlnal in court Is considered to 
be wronged by the processes of jus- 
tice, If unfriendliness is shown nlm by 
court, jury or spectators. Those who 


j have fostered an unfriendly criticism 


of religion have this responsibility, 
whether or not they have been right 
In their decisions on minor religious 
problems. In displaying and encourag- 
ing tie suspicion of a critical investi- 
gation devoid of sympathy, they have 
blinded men and worked in the direc- 
tion of practical atheism. The man 
trho angrily dsmands answers from 
God gets none; the man who trusts In 
patient filial love, gets more than an 
swars; tha Father redeems his promise 
that he -will "come and abide with 
him." ' 


The "difficulties of religion" called 


logical, are generally 
born 
of the 
heart, and not of the mind. Thech-.-i- 
tiels for final and comforting decisiuus 
are In generous impulse toward God 
and man, true neighborliness, acquies- 
cence toward good, willingness toward 


virtue and holiness. When a man 
gives up a bad habit, if It Is his prin- 
cipal bad habit, he finds his hand 
reaching out for his hat at church 
time on Sunday. 
Approaching God In this spirit of 


good-will, our hearts discover Him as 
a person. To refer to him aa a "great 
first cause" becomes all at once inade- 
quate. We will not endure a mere 
flrst-causc-God, we perceive him a con- 
stant cause, and feel our lips voicing 
a definition from the world's truest 
philosophy: "The Ix>rd is My Shepherd." 
We find that in trying to simplify our 
thoughts by making him a force of 
nature, we have complicated every dif- 
ficulty. We made a mechanical nec- 
essity, called materialism, and substi- 
tuting It for a God of Providence, we 
four ourselves under necessity of de- 
nying ourselves personality or free- 
dom of wish or act. A man has no 
personality in any real sense, until he 
learns to approach God as a person, 
and so worship him. 


In Jesus Christ, God speaks with 


human reasonableness and is easily 
understood. We know then that God 


not Blind Force, but a friend who 


loves. At once we find his ways 3uet, 
his promises faithful, his cause pre- 
cious. His supreme sovereignty be- 
comes a comfort, instead of a "prob- 
lem." 


Such a God is needed at the center 


of all thought and action. Good men 
who are trying to better the world in 
their own strength need to refresh 
themselves 
In the thought of him. 


Weak men need to find purpose and 
constancy In him. Evil men need to 
find forgiveness and new ideals in 
him. The Church needs to find new 
power in him. Starting from clear, 
true thought of him, men will find a 
new light on all problems. Too long 
•we have toiled in God's world, with 
God himself left to our mere after- 
thoughts. 
May this season 
of the 
year bring men to a new loyalty and 
a deeper faith in a God who is Father.
